The  average  age  of  patients  was  10*5  years  ns 
compared  with  12*8  years  in  1910,  and  9*7  years  in 
1909.  There  were  2 deaths  giving  a percentage  of 
4*5  per  100  as  compared  with  2*6  per  100  in  1910, 
and  9*6  per  100  in  1908. 

Small  Pox.  No  case  of  Small  Pox  has  been 
admitted  during  the  year  1911.  The  last  case  of 
this  disease  occurred  in  1910,  when  the  disease  was 
imported  by  a vessel. 

Hospital  Accommodation.  The  Hospital  is 

in  good  working  order  and  repair.  Its  accommodation 
is  sufficient  for  the  present  needs  of  the  district. 


II.— SHIPPING. 

During  the  year  1911,  no  case  of  Infectious 
Disease  was  imported  by  vessels  arriving  at  this 
port.  This  forms  a record  for  although  the  number 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  brought  by  ships  have 
never  been  many  in  any  one  year,  this  is  the  first 
time  I have  to  report  no  case. 
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The  number  of  vessels  visited  by  me  during 
the  year  was  32  and  there  were  4 re-visits,  as  com- 
pared with  84  visits  and  4 re-visits  in  1910,  and  151 
visits  and  11  re-visits  in  1909. 

The  causes  of  inspection  may  be  tabulated  as 
follows  : —

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  THE  INTRODUCTION  OF 
CHOLERA  AND  PLAGUE. 

During  the  year  1911,  Cholera  re-appeared  in 
Russia  mostly  at  ports  on  the  Black  Sea  littoral : 
the  ports  in  the  Baltic  were  free  from  this  disease. 
It  was  prevalent  in  India,  China,  and  the  Malayan 
Peninsula,  and  cases  occurred  in  Turkey,  Greece, 
and  Italy.  Outbreaks  of  Plague  were  known  prin- 
cipally in  Eastern  Asia  and  India. 

To  prevent  the  introduction  of  these  quaran- 
tinable  diseases  into  the  Hartlepools,  vessels  were 
boarded  on  arrival  by  your  Inspector  and  myself,  the 
crews,  and  passengers,  if  any,  were  medically  exam- 
ined, and  all  precautions  prescribed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  were  taken. 
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The  follow  ing  vessels  from  Russian  and  other 
ports  were  visited  by  me  upon  arrival  here.

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The  Fresh  Fruit  imported  was  of  uniformly 
good  quality ; none  being  detained  during  the 
season.  Preserved  Tinned  Goods  were  well  packed, 
the  tins  and  soldering  were  in  good  condition,  only 
4 tins  of  meat  were  seized  they  being  “ blown.” 
These  had  been  previously  examined  and  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  but  their  condition  was  due  to 
stowage  near  boilers,  About  10  tons  of  sugar  vras 
detained  as  being  damaged  and  dirty.  It  was 
released  upon  satisfactory  guarantees  that  same 
would  be  sorted  and  refined.
